WASHINGTON, Nov. 293.—That the re- 


public of Colombia grant to the United 
States all the canal concessions provided 
for in the Hay-Herran treaty, but abso- 
jlutely free of cost is the proposition which 
Gen. Rafael Reyes, envoy of Colombia to 
the United States, on @ special mission, 
brings for the consideration of the officials 
of Washington. 

Gen. Reyer arrived here today. 
met at the station by a son of Dr. Herran, 
the Colombian charge, and went at once 
to his hotel. Later in the day he will 
have a conference with Dr. Herran. Gen. 
Reyes talked with a representative of the 
Associated Press about his mission to

in effecting the capture of Quigley, whose 
identity and address were unknown, after 
a’ futile search in a dozen Illinois towns, 
and his deductfve theory had been derided 
by the attaches in Chief Desmond's office 
at St. Louis. 

Leaving the Four Courts after his unsuc- 
cessful interview, he put his deductions to 
the test and landed his man in Real Estate 
Row. at Bighth and Chestnut etreets, 80 
minutes later. 

Great interest is taken in the case as the 
master in chancery is seeking to prove 
that a conspiracy was fermed to defeat 
the consummation of a judicial land sale, 
and if the state establishes its evidence 
several prominent capitalists of St. Clair 
County may be liable to punishment for 
contempt of court, the penalty being a 
heavy fine, imprisonment in the county 


The story of the land deal and the de- 
velopments which transformed the St. Clair 
County master in chancery into his own 
detective runs thus, according to the tes- 
timony in court Saturday: 

Master-in-Chancery Merrills, by order 
of court, sold the Burr farm of 6520 acres, 
near New Athens, to W. R. Borders, a 
Sparta banker, June 16 last. The Burr 
heirs filed exceptions to the sale, alleging 
that competition had been stifled and the 
property did not realize near its true value. 
Circuit Judge Holder set the sale aside and 
ordered a new one made. 

The second sale was held by the master 
in chancery Sept, 22 last. A party of farm- 
ers, whose estates adjoined, sought to buy 
the tract to partition it among themselves. 
The bidding was spirited, their leading op- 
ponent being an elderly stranger, who gave 
his name as Willfam George of Blooming- 
ton, and claimed to represent a syndi- 
cate of northern Illinois capitalists. He 
bid up the property to $26,185 and was 
awarded it. George gave a due bill in 
payment and arranged to meet the master 
two days later and deliver the cash. 

The time of payment came, but George 
failed to appear. The Burr heirs clamored 
for their shares of the sale and Merrills 
was forced to produce the purchaser or 
prove him a fraud before the transaction 
could be annulled. 

“It was a difficult task to ferret out the 
mystery,” said Merrills, “for I had seen 
the man only once, for @ few minutes, and 
at that time I had no suspicion of any 
possible sharp practice behind the deal. 

“First I ran down all possible clews in 
locating William George, real estate deal- 
er, at Bloomington, Springfield, Atlanta, 
Fairfield and other Illinois towns. The 
man George was a myth. 

“The failure to find him convinced me 
that no such person as William George 
existed. Suspicion of collusion overcame 
me and I began the unraveling of the 
puzzle on the ground that William George 
was an assumed name, that whoever the 
man was, he had been employed as a go- 


carried out, only to be frustrated in the 
end. To do this gracefully, an unknown 
agent was necessary, one acquainted with 
real estate procedures. As a real estate 
dealer of assured standing would not en- 
gage in such a transaction, a curbstone 
broker would be most easily avaHable. 
Following this line of reasoning, it ap- 
peared most plausible that such an agent 
‘could most easily be obtained in a city 
like St. Louis and the place to look for 
him was on Real Bstate Row. 

“The necessity to do something was im- 
minent before 1 could make my report in 
court. So i went to st. Louis to find a man 
whose name | believed false and havin 
but a vague remembrance of his person 
appearance. 

rst I called at the Four Courts and 
told my mission in Chief Desmond's office.

@ attac listened to my story. then 
laughed at the futility of even attempting 
to capture a man on such v: clews as 
I possessed. “‘Tuzere are 700, people in 
St. Louis,’ they told me.

After various efforts to elude me, I 
intercepted him at t#e Lincoln Trust build- 
ing. assisted by a patrolman. 

“He admitted that he bought the Burr 
land as Willlam George, but claimed to 
have acted as an agent for W. R. BSBor- 
ders of Sparta. Borders, he told the of- 
fiver and myself, had repudiated the deal 
and that was why he falled. to produce 
the money. He said he was William W. 
Quigley, 4527 Labadie avenue. As I 
no warrant, I was compelled to let him 


o. 

“T reported the facts I learned from 
Quigley to Judge Burroughs, who granted 
a rie on Borders and William Kunze of 
Mariesa to ow cause why they should 
not accept the land purchased by Quig- 
ley, on the grounds that he was their 
agent. 

‘*‘Borders and Kunze denied any connec- 
tion with the deal and served notice that 
the deposition of George W. Quigley 
should be taken. 

“I found it necessary to prove that W. 
W. Quigley and George W. Quigley were 
the same person. This necessitated an- 
other trip to St. Louis.

Gustave Marx, who last Saturday night 
murdered Officer John, Quinn, when the 
policeman endeavored to place him under 
arrest, confessed after his capture that he, 
in company with the three men, had com- 
mitted the crimes at the car barns. 

The hunt for Van Dine, Neidermeier 
and Roeski nas been on ever since. Al- 
though they knew that the entire police 
force was looking for them, the three 
men remained in the city Wednesday 
morning. “We were ‘laying’ for a fellow 
that was a witness against Marx,” seid 
Van Dine. On Wednesday they left Chi- 
cago, going to a dug-out made by hunters 
near the tracks of the Michigan Central 
Railroad near Millers, Ind. Thursday 
night they spent in another dug-out near 
Millers Station, Ind., and there thev were 
surprised by the police Friday morning. 
The cases of the Marx gang was present- 
ed to the grandjury to-day and indictments 
for murder returned. Following the indict- 
ments it is planned to have the young des- 
peradoes brought to an immediate trial. 
As Gustav Marx; who was arrested several 
days algo, after he had murdered Detective 
Quinn, and Niedermeier and Van Dine 
have already made confessions of the car 
barn murders, it is thought the prisoners 
will plead guilty, in which case a speedy 
verdict will be reached.

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 3.—Mother and 
daughter, who had not seen each other 
for 11 years, met in the corridor of the 
Hudson County jail today, and an affecting 
reconciliation took place. 

Both are prisoners, charged with the 
same offense—intoxication—and each is 
serving a 30-days’ sentence. 

Mrs. Loud, unable to maintain a home 
for her 4-year-old daughter, Eva, placed 
the child in the alms house and went out 
to service. This was 11 years ago. 

From the day they parted until the 
strange meeting took place in the jail, 
neither saw the other. 

The husband and father had drifted 
away, and Mrs. Loud, giving him up for 
dead, resumed her maiden name. 

In the past 10 years, she has been a 
frequent prisoner in the police courts and 
has spent the greater part of these years 
in the county jail or penitentiary. Her 
daughter had been indentured by a re- 
spectable family and knowledge of her 
mother, because of the latter's conduct, 
had been kept from her. 

As Eva grew up, she showed a tendency 
toward waywardness Her foster parents 
lost contra) of her and finally she ran 
away. She was found by a policeman, un- 
der the influence of liquor, and was com- 
mitted to the county jail. Her mother had 
been committed to the same institution a 


few days before. 


Although the two brushed against each 
other almost daily they did not become 
familiar enough to exchange confidences 
until today. Mrs. Loud, who had been 


committed under the name of Lizzie Ver- 
1 don, was in a sympathetic mood. She gave 
the girl some good advice and then burst 
into tears. 

“I was happy once,” she said, “and had 
a little girl. I have not seen her in @ 
great many years. She is about your age, 
and I must say she bore a strong re- 
semblance to you. I would give the world 
to see her just once more. 

“And I have a mother, too,” broke 
the youthful prisoner, brushing aside a 
tear, “whom I have not seen in a num- 
ber of years. If I could only see her I 
would be happy.” 

Then it occurred to Mrs. Loud to ask 
the girl her name. She was known to 
the jail inmates only as “Eva.” 

“Eva ud,” was the reply. 

Mrs. Loud begged the girl to remove 
her shoe and stocking from her left 


oot. 

By this time all the women prisoners 

in the corridor had gathered around the 
couple, attracted by the earnestness of 
their conversation. 
‘The girl exposed her foot as request- 
ed, wht in an instant. there was an up- 
roar. Mrs. Loud declared the girl to 
be her daughter and hugged and kissed 
her for several minutes.
